CHAPTER XXVI -b^oft-pfr;: 

RUMOURS ARISING INDIRECTLY OUT OF THE '"^f 
PROFUMO AFFAIR 

329. There were in June and July, 1963, rumours arising indirectly out 
of the Profumo affair, in this sense, that they were given credence because 
of it and became merged in the vast crop of rumours then circulating: and. 
for the reasons I have given, I have inquired into them: . 

(i) "The Man wifliouf « Head'' 

330. A certain Minister brought two connected rumours to my attention 
concerning himself which I also heard from other sources. They were referred 
to in foreign newspapers too. He pointed out that these were of a most 
damaging nature, and asked me to ioqutre into them : . . 

(i) That he was the unknown man in an improper photograph which 
featured in die recent Argyll divoite case; and that a copy of this 
photograph was in the possession of Stephen Ward. (Another version 
of this rumour was that the Minister paid a sum of money to the 
Duke to have the photograph altered so as to have lus head removed 
. from it) ; . , 

<ii) That he paid money to prevent himself being cited in the Argyll 
divorce case; and that Stephen Ward acted as an intermediary in this 
transactitm. 

331. As to rumour (i), it has been demonstrated to my entire satisfaction 
that the ** unknown** man in the photographs was not this Minister. 
AU the photographs in the case haVe been produced to me. The man's 
head did not appear in any of them. In order to enable me to dispose of the 
matter, the Minister offered to undergo a medical examination: and he was 
examined by a medical man whose name was suggested by me, and who is 
of the highest eminence. This medical man proved conclusively tlwit the man 
in the photographs was not this Minister. He gave me a written report in 
which he set out convincing deUil. He showed that the physical 
characteristics of the * unknown * man differed in unmistakable and 
significant respects from those of the Minister. 

332. Furthermore there were words written in capital letters below some 
of the photdgraphs: and the photographs themselves, when found, were 
enclosed in a piece of notepaper on which there were sentences with capital 
letters. It is clear that the " unknown man " wrote the words in capilil ||iien 
on the piece of paper and on the photographs. I have had the I 
examined by an expert who compared it with a specimen of the 1 
of the Minister, taken without prior warning. The expert was abia 1 
conclusively that the writing on the photographs and that on the i 
were by the same hand but not the writing of the Minist^. The ! 
Was the paper of a London Club, of which it may fairly be presumed diat 
the unknown man Js a member.

333. As to rumour (ii) here again it has been demonstrated to my eotif9 
satisfaction that the Minister did not pay money to prevent himself being 
cited in the divorce case. I am quite satisfied that right from the veqr 
beginning the Duke of Argyll put before hit legal advisers all the evidence 
he had of adultery by his wife with anyone: and that he told them that they 
yittc not on any account to be influenced by the identity of any individual:! 
and that, if there was any evidence against a prominent man. they were not 
to consider his position. His legal advisers included some of the most 
respected and honoured names in the profession: and it was on their advice 
that the case was confined to the three named men and the ^ uokoown man ** 
in the photograph with whom I have already dealt above. At my request 
they gave me the fullest information about the case, and I am satisfied that 
their advice was sound. It was a hard fought case and no feelings were 
spared. I am satisfied that the Minister would have been cited if there had 
been evidence to justify it: and that the only reason he was not cited wai 
because there was not such evidence. - : - 

334. That being so. there was no reason for the Minister to offer a sum 
of money, and I am satisfied that he did not do so. The Minister freely 
produced for my inspection his bank accounts for the relevant period, and 
there is not a trace of any sum of money having been paid directly or 
indirectly to or for the benefit of the Duke. 

335. I have therefore come to the conclusion that this rumour also it 
entirely without foundation. 

(iii) tW MonMii 

336. I have yet to deal with two other rumours. They had these 
characteristics in common — each of diem came from an informer who waa 
of bad character with a criminal record— each of 'them recounted a stoiy of 
immoral behaviour in which he or she was a participant — and each of dieffl 
sought to implicate a Minister m this behaviour. In each case the story, if 
it were true, could point to a security risk. I have reason to think that in each 
case the informer had it in mind diat. if he or she could convince me of the 
truth of the stoiy. it would be all the more maiketoble to sell to the newspapeia. 
Indeed. I was quite satisfied that such was the intention of one of them, foe 
it was proved beyond question. She had. even during my Inquiry, gone so tar 
as to enter mto a conditional contract with a newspaper and |^ a payment 
on account It was obvious that the evidence of these informers B »||b e viewed 
witii the greatest caution, but. even so. I did not think it ^ 
reject it out of hand. The stoiy might turn out to be true. jwjfc Qri i t i n a 
Keeler's story to the newspaper! was true that she bad as fllHwefaitioa 
with Mr. Profumo. People who seek to make money o«t SlWIr own 
immorality may still be teUing the truth. So I felt I had to i Byil i tm €ach caia 
hito the story, to test it all I could, to see if tiiere was any oomltoratioo of 
it. and to put it to the person affected. Thb I have done. I waa iMisfied thM 
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_ of what I was told was untrue. If In What remaiaed Hun y wjpr 
' evidence of a security risk. I would of course, report it But afttt ■•igj 
investigation I am satisfied that in each case there is no evidence ttiat aMM

337. There I must leave it, without setting out the details, for 1 mt^^M 
satisfied that if I were to do so I would be playing into the hands of *cse 
informen. They would. I am sure, go back to the newspapers and sell thetf 
stories for a high price. And my inquiry would be turned by them, not o«iy 
into a witch-hunt, but also into an instrument for their sordid gain. Thrt 
would be so distasteful a result that I beg to be excused from tending any aid 
to it ■ ■■■■ - '■ ■ ■" ■ ■ - ' ■ ^ ■•■ ' ^''^ '^^ -y 

(iv) Other Rnmoon^ ' y '^;''': ' 

338. There were other rumours arising indirectly out of the Profumo 
affair, which only became current because of it (such as that a promment 
person was visiOng a girl every week as such-and-such a place or someone 
else had an affair with his secretary). These agam were so nebulous that I 
found it diflficult to deal with them. Nevertheless I investigated them and have 
to report there is not a shred of evidence in support of them. I reject them as 
utterly unfounded. 
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r ■. 

■ CONCLU^ON ON FAfCT-lV ^ 

339. I know that Ministers ftod otlms have felt flp aliwidf iy the 
rumours about them that they have ooatemplatai hnafiaf «c«lt lor libel 
or slander in respect of them. I 'kiKiw. too. that ..they have refraaoed ffffin. 
doing so pending my inquiry. I liope. however, that they will not fbpi 
that honour requires them to pursue these matters further. My findings 
will i trust, be accepted by them as a full and sufficient vindication of their, 
good names. It is. I believe, better for the countiy that these rumom 
should be buried and that this unfortunate episode should be cfosed. 

340. Equally I trust that all others will now cease to repeat these 
rumours which have been proved so unfounded aiid untrue: and that 
newspapers and others will not seek to. piit names to those whom I have 
deliberately left anonymous. For I feair that tf names are given.' hnniaa 
nature being what it is. people will still say ' there's no smoke without fire *— ^ 
a proposition which in ibis instance is demonstrably untrue. - '; * - 

341. This brings me to the end. It might be thought— indeed it has been 
thought— by some that these rumours are a symptom of a decline in jfae 
integrity of public life in this country. I do not believe this to be true. There 
has been no lowering of standards. But there is this difference to-day. Public 
men are more vulnerable than they were: and it behoves them, even more 
than ever, to give no cause for scandal. For if they do. they have to reckon 
with a growing hazard which has been disclosed in the evidence I have 
heard. Scandalous information about well-known people has become a 
marketable commodity. True or false, actual or invented, it can be sold. The 
greater the scandal the higher the price it commands. If supported by 
photographs or letters, real or imaginary, all the better. Often enough the 
sellers profess to have been , themselves participants in the discreditable 
conduct which they seek to exploit. Intermediaries move in. ready to assist 
the sale and ensure the highest prices. The story improves with the telling. 
I^t is offered to those newspapers— there are only a few of them— who deal 
in this commodity. They vie with one another to buy it. Each is afraid the 
other will get it first. So they buy it on chance that it will turn out profitable; 
Sometimes it is no use to them. It is palpably false. At other times it if 
credible. But even so. they dare not publish the whole oi the informatioiL 
The law of libel and the rules of contempt of court exert an effective restraint 
They publish what they can. but there remains a substantia] part which if 
not fit for publication. This unpublished part goes around by word of mouth. 
It does not stop in Fleet Street. It goes to Westminster. It crosses the Channd. 
even the Atlantic and back again, swelling all the time. Yet without flie 
original purchase, it might never have got started on its wi^l 

342. When such deplorable consequences arc see* M^^S**^ the one 
thing that is clear is that something shoukl be done to st oy l^^ rfBrVtng ill 
scandal for reward.

343. Although I have felt it necessary to draw attefifiaB 19 £to mattH; 

I would like to say that I have had the greatest co-operation and a ssiif ii n oe « 
from the newspapers and all concerned with them; and not least from thoet 
whose practices I hold to be open to criticism.

He 
seduced many of these girls himself and, after 
they irepe thoroughly indoctrinated, he pro- 
cured thf-m for many influential persons. He 
catered to tbe perverted tastes of his friends, 
whic^ included whipping and other sadlstio 
performances, kept a collection of pom»< 
graphic photographs and utilized hidden 
mirrors, tape recorders and special cameras. 

Dr. Ward made his first contact with K.a£. 
agent Capt. Ivanov on Janurry 20, 11*61 and 
the relationship (having to do with the com- 
promising of important persons) continued 
until Tvanov suddenly left London in Janu- 
ary of and returned to Moscow, after 
h%vl»g been warned by Dr. Ward. Ivanov had 
also actea ae a "go-between" for the Castro 
Government ard the Weatem powerc during 
the' Cuban crisis during this period. 

One ot tlie essignmenti Dr. Ward received 
from his case officer, Ivanov. was to obtain 
at Oslo secretii, if possible, through War Min- 
ister John Prcfumo and other officials of tba 
British Govenuxient. Mr. Profumo wss Secre- 
tary of State aiiU Wsr from July 1960 untu he 
resigned in Juv.e 1963. Ke had a fine war ree- 
cwd. has Tisxn to the ranlc of Brigadier, and 
had held numerous joverumeut posts. 

AmcPg the numerous females utUIrcd by 
Dr. Ward were Marllytn (MnnJy) Rloe-Davlea, 
Christine Kctler, Maria Novotny, Suzle 
Chang, and Vickie Barrett. One of ths most 
successful cf the girls used by Dr. Ward for 
compromising purposes was Christine Keeler 
who originally came from Wraysburg, Eng- 
land. She left home at the age of sixteen, 
went to London and was employed by th« 
Uurraj Cabaret Club as a show girl, a Job 
which consisted of simply waUclng around in 
th« Dude. After meeting her. Dr. Ward took 
hw to his bouse to Ilv* with Mm. and Intro- 
duced her to soma off his friends for sex 
purposes. 

Chrlstias was tba female used to com- 
promise Profumo, a meeting having been 
maneuvered while aba was staying at the 
cottage on Lord Actor's estate, lliere was a 
cwisuning party and UT. Profumo was ena 
ol Lord Ascor's guasta. It was arranged for 
Chr]f<tlne to slip off bar bathing suit Juat aa 
Mr. Profumo approached tba potd. thereby 
attracting hia attentloo. Matara having takan 
Its course. Dr. Ward arranged tor the infor- 
mation that Mr. Profumo was bavlng a a«c 
affair with Christine KsMr to leak out. 
Profumo denied the lumUM In Parliament 
hut Dr. Ward av aMe to pi nu t proof of the 
sex afiair to the Brftlsb Security Sarvice. Hav- 
ing lied publicly. Profumo was forced to 
resign from his post. Subsequently tba con- 
servative government feU and the Labor So- 
cialist Govemmco.t took control of Great 
BrltAln.

Ons of Dr. Ward's gMs, Suste Ohang. ex- 
tended operations Into the United States and 
compromised President John P. Kennedy 
when be made a trip to England. The thhily 
vetled story of .^FK'» invcdvement sppearetf in 
an article printed tn one edition of the N.T. 
Journal American ot June 36, 1063. Attorney 
General Bobert P. Kennedy immediately ea- 
manded that the story be killed and ra«> 
portedly threatened an antl-truat SAlt 
against the Hearst Corporation, owners ot 
the newspaper. 

Tbe authoritattve Brltlah Inteiilgeaoe 
Digest (Religious .News Edition) took note 
of Kennedy's affair with Susie Chang and 
others In ita July 19. 1963 Isaue. aUtlng: 

"President Kennedy's private domestic life 
is not one of marital bliss. In fact, it is said, 
he is interested in women other than his wife 

and this is leaked all over the world This 

la bad and hurtful to America. Indeed, thwe 
was even a cartoon published m England dur- 
ing his recent visit showing Miss Keeler tied 
np with a dofi-chaln untu the President and 
his entourage should leave.

Susie Clumg was also Involved in comprwn- 
Islng VIPS in the Harry Allen Towers group 
In New Tork in 1961. Towers, a British tele- 
vision producer, was arrested In New York 
city allegedly as a procurer for Maria No- 
votny, whose uncle was then president of 
Czech oslovalUa. Miss Novotny, a K.OM. agen t 
on assignment ^-ith Towers, had been com- 
promising high officials and diplomats from 
the United Kfttloas. After their arrest. Miss 
Novotny and Towers were conveniently al- 
lowed to slip out of the country. Forfeiting 
$10,000 baU, Towers fied to Czechoslovakia 
and then returned to England, as did Miss 
Novotny. 

On June 38, 1963 the N.T. Times reported

K.03. eompromistng operations around 
tbe world are aimed at persona of influence or 
potential Influence.

There was the case of Mau- 
rice Ernest Napoleon DeJean who w&s a close 
frlehd of tbe late President DeOaulle In 
France. When he was the French Ambassador 
to Moscow he became invoiTed with a Miss 
Kronsberg whose apartment on Ananevsky 
Lane was actually a K.O.B. flat. Thereafter 
under oontntt, SeJaan continued in the 
French Diplomatic Services, was named Ad- 
ministrator of the French Shell Oil Co. In 
1966 and later was made Administrator ot the 
Association of Seaside Besorts. He becama 
President of tbe Communist-front, the Fran- 
co-Soviet Societ" for Industrisl Cooperation. 

The late President Sukarno of Zndonssln 
was compromised by K.G.7). agent Valenttna 
Reschetnyk durmg a visit to Moscow. As a 
result of tbe affair Sukarno fell In love ^th 
the girl, made her his mistress and took her 
back to Indonesia with him. She was able to 
Influence bis decisions over a period of yean 
and reported to the K.GJB. regularly. Earlier 
In her career this same girl had compromised 
a nvmxber of Amerlcuia. 

Mrs. ViJayalaJuhnu Pandit wis tbe In- 
dian Ambassador to Moscow from 1947 to 
1949, Ambassador to tbe U.S. from 1949 to 
1S51 and President of the VM. General As- 
sembly in 19H. The K.GJ&. learned ttuA,

When thcFj?.! sub- 
mtts cases of espionage to the Department 
of Justice, In Hiore cases than cot, the 
espionage agent Is permitted to leave the 
Country without prosecution because of 
"pending sensitive negotiations with the So- 
viet Union." Somehow defectors from the 
K.a.B. seem to have names and In form at Ion 
concerning agents in other countries but 
not In the TJB. When Anatoly V. KuznetsoT, 
a popular Soviet writer who had maintained 
close contact with Soviet leaders, defected, 
he revealed that the K.O.B. has agents In the 
highest levels of most Westgrn governments, 
IncludlDg Great Britain and the U.S. A for- 
mer high ranXIng UitcUlgcnce officer who de- 
fected to the West sdvlsed Col. Guy Rich- 
ards, former editor of the N.T. Journal Amer- 
ican, that Coaununist intelligence agents 
had penetrated every U.S. government agen« 
cy except fLgJL and that diplomats havo 
t>cen compromGca in embassies of every non- 
Communist country. 

Unless and until strict security policies 
are put Into effect, aecurlty risks removed 
end individuals with character defecte or 
leftist sympathies are kept out of govern- 
ment service, the K.G.B. wUl be able to con- 
tinue Its worldwide operations with little In- 
terference. Regardless of statements made by ' 
Communist leaders, the Communist Partlea 
of the entire world (Including all members) 
are required to cot^rate with the R.a^.. 
and most of their planning and activities are 
supervised by agent* of the K.OJa.

(Sditos's Nora: Bom In Mississippi, grad- 
uated from high school in Magnolia, Mls- 
sUttlppt, and from ndlege Ju^ Alcorn, back in 
1S38 when the counory was struggling out of 
a depression, Elmo Coney's personal ttrug- 
gies probably were many, but he used thun 
as stopping stones toward a positive attitude 
and a life devoted to service, helping others 
to help themselves.

Freedom Is: Being born in a Country, with 
a Constitution and a Bill of Rights, that pro- 
poses that it be ruled by law rather than by 
man. 

A Constitution that guarantees everyone 
the pursuit of happiness. 

A Bill of Rights that says, we sre all equal 
before the law.
